Q. 21. Is there any further Direction to be gi. 
ven, to ſecure the proper Settlement of our Preach- 
ing-Houles ? 

A. Let no Aſſiſtant make, or ſuffer to be made, 
m his reſpective Circuit, a Collection for any 
Preaching-Houle, till every Step be previouſly ta- 
ken to ſecure it on the Conferenee-Flan, by a Truſt. 
'Deed, a Bond, or ſufficient Articles of Agreement, 

2. 22. Directions are given in the Minutes con- 
cerning the Windows, & c. of Preaching-Houſes: 
Have thoſe Directions been obſerved ? 

A. In ſome Places they have; in others, not at 
all, particularly with regara to the Windows, 
Doors, Pews, and the dividing of the Men from 
the Women. F400 

Q. 23. Shall we inſiſt on the. Obſervance of 
thele Directions for the Time to come, or no? 

A. We will permit none to collect for any future 
Building, unleſs Security be firſt given to obſerve 
the Rules laid down in the large Minutes, 

24. When and where is the next Conference 
to be held? 

A. At Mancheſter, on the laſt Tueſday in next 
July. And all ſucceeding Conferences are to be 
held in the following Order, viz. 1ſt. in Lon- 


don; 2dly, in Leeds; gdly, in Briſtol ; n, in 
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Aug. 30, 1785. 

Of Separation from the Church. 

1. Ever ſince J returned from America, it has 
been warmly affirmed, © You ſeparate from the 
Church.“ 1 would conſider, How far, and in what 
Senſe, this Aſſertion is true. 

2. Whether you mean by that Term the Building 
ſo called, or the Congregation, it is plain I do not 
ſeparate from either: For wherever I am, I go to 
the Church, and join with the Congregation. 

g. Yet it is true that I have in ſome Reſpects varied, 


. tho' not from the Doctrines, yet from the Diſcipline 


of the Church of England; altho' not willingly, but 
by Conſtraint. For inſtance : Above Forty Years 
azo I began Preaching in the Fields ; and that for 
Two Reaſons—Firſt, I was not ſuffered to preach 
in the Churches : Secondly, No Pariſh Church in 
London or Weſtminſter could contain the Congrega- 
on. 

4. About the ſame Time ſeveral Perſons who 
were deſirous to ſave their Souls, prayed me to meet 
them apart from the great Congregation. Theſe lit- 
tle Companies (Societies they were called) gradually 
ſpread through the Three Kingdoms. And in many 
Places they built Houſes in which they met, and 
wherein I and my Brethren preached. For a few 
young Men, one after another, deſired to ſerve me, 
as Song in the Goſpel. 

5. Some Time after, Mr. Deleznot, a Clergyman, 
deſired me to officiate at his Chapel, in Wapping, 
There I read Prayers, and preached, and adminil- 
tered the Lord's Supper, to a Part of the Society. 
The Reſt communicated either at St. Paul's, or at 
their ſeveral Pariſh Churches. Meantime, I en- 
deavoured to watch over all their Souls, as one 
that was to give an Account; and to aſſign to each of 
my Fellow-Labourers the Part wherein I judged he 
might be moſt uſeful.

6. When theſe were multiplied, I gave them 
an Invitation to meet me together in my Houſe at 
London: That we might conſider, in what Manner 
we could moſt eifectually ſave our own Soul”, and 


them that heard us. This we called, a Conference. 


(meaning thereby, the Perſons, not the Converſation 
they had.) At firſt I deſired all the Preachers to 
meet me; but afterwards only a ſelect Number. 

7. Some Years after, we were {trongly impor- 
tuned by our Brethren in America, to © Come over 
and help them.” Several Preachers willingly of. 
fered themſelves for the Service; and ſeveral went 
from Time to Time. God bleſſed their Labours in 
an uncommon Manner. Many Sinners were con- 
verted to God: And many Societies formed, under 
the ſame Rules as were obſerved in England: Inſo- 
much, that at preſent the American Societies con- 
tain more than Eighteen Thouſand Members, 

8. But ſince the late Revolution in North America, 
theſe have been in great Diſtreſs, The Clergy ha- 
ving no Suſtenance, either from England, or from 
the American States, have been obliged almoſt 
univerſally to leave the Country, and ſeek their 
Food elſewhere. Hence thoſe who had been Mem- 
bers of the Church, had none either to adminif- 
ter the Lord's Supper, or to baptize their Children, 
They applied to England over and over: But it was 
to no Purpoſe, Judging this to be a Caſe of real 
Neceſſity, I took a ſtep, which for Peace and Qui- 
etneſs, I had refrained from taking for many Years: 
I exerciſed that Power, which I am fully perſuaded 
the Great Shepherd and Biſhop of the Church has 
given me. 1 3 three of our Labourers to go 
and help them by not only preaching the Word of 
God, but likewiſe adminiſtring the Lord's Supper 
and baptizing their Children, throughout that vaſt 
Tra& of Land, a thouſand Miles long, and ſome 
hundreds Broad. 
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3. Theſe are the Steps. which not of Choice but 
Neceſſity, I have ſlowly and deliberately taken. If 
any one is pleaſed to call this 3 from the 
Church, he may. But the Law of England does not 
call it ſo; nor can any one properly be ſaid ſo to do, 
unleſs out of Conſcience he refuſes to join in the 
Service, and partake of the Sacraments adminiſtered 
therein, |

After Dr. Coke's return from America, many of 
our Friends begg'd I would conſider the Caſe of Scot- 
land, where we had been labouring ſo many Years, 
and had ſeen ſo little Fruit of our Labours. Multi- 
tudes indeed have ſet out well, but they were ſoon 
turned out of the Way : chiefly by their Miniſters 
either diſputing againſt the Truth, or oy, ad- 
mit them to the Lord's Supper, yea or to baptize 
their Children, unleſs they would promiſe to have 
no Fellowſhip with the Methodiſts, Many who did 
fo, ſoon loſt all they had gained, and became more 
the Children of Hell than before. To prevent this, 
| at length conſented to take the ſame Step with re- 
gard to Scotland, which I had done with regard to 
America, But this is not a Separation from the 
Church at all. Not from the Church of Scotland, for 
we were never connected therewith, any further 
than we are now : not from the Church of England, 
for this is not concern'd in the Steps which are taken 
in Scotland. Whatever then is done either in Ame- 
rica or Scotland, is no Separation from the Church of 
England, I have no thought of this: I have many 
Objettions againſt it. It is a totally different Caſe. 

But for all this, is it not poſſible tnere may be ſuch 
a ſeparation after you are wr ?” Ur:doubtedly it is. 
But what I ſaid at our firſt Conference above forty 
Years ago, I ſay ſtill, © I dare not omit doing what

A few little Advices I would add to the Preacl 
Ers, 
I adviſe the Aſſiſtants 
1. To re-eſtabliſh Morning Preaching, in all large 
Towns, at leaſt, 
2. Toexert themſelves in reſtoring the Bands. 
g. And the Select Societies. 
4. Change both a General and Particular Stewerd 
in each Circuit: | 
I adviſe all the Preachers. 
1. Always to conclude the Service in ahout at 
Hour. 
2. Never ſcream, 
3. Never lean upon, or beat the Bible. 
4. Wherever you preach, meet the Society. 
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5. Do not, without the utmoſt Neceſlity, . go- 
Home at Night. 

6. Never take Part rer Aſſiſtant. 

7, Never preach a Funeral Sermon, but for an 
eminently holy Perſon : Nor then, without con- 
ſulting the Aſhſtant, Preach none for hire. Be- 
ware of Panegyric, particularly in London: 

8, Have Love-Feaſts in more Places. 

. Introduce no new. Tunes. See that none ſing 
too low, and the Women {ing their Parts, Exhort. 
all to ſing, and all to ſtand at Singing, as well as to- 


| kneel at Prayers. 


10, Let none repeat the laſt Line, unleſs the 
Preacher does, 

11. Inform the Leaders, that every Aſſiſtant is to 
change both the Stewards and Leaders when he ſees 
good. And that no Leader has Power to put any 
Perſon either into or out of the Society.
